D U ) 8RE SUICIDE? 


A Case Tliat Will Have Thor­ 
ough Investigation. 


WOMAN IS FOUND DEAD 


She Uad QnarreJed With Her Husband 
and Then Broiurht a Suit 
for Divorce. 


Witli a bullet through her brain, 
the Dody of Mrs. Mary Watkius, 
wife of Henry W atkius, a well-to- 
do farmer, was found at the door 
of her 
home, ten 
miles west 
of 
Paris, 111., Tuesday. 
The dead woman was an appli­ 
cant for divorce in a suit filed Mon­ 
day, wherein she made sensational 
charges of cruelty against her hus­ 
band. 
She averred that 
he 
had 
threatened her life on several occa­ 
sions. 


A fter 
instituting 
the 
divorce 
proceedings Mrs. W atkins went to 
her husband’s farm, where a bitter 
quarrel took place over the division 
of some personal effects. 
She spent the night at the home 
of her father, Thomas W hite, a 
quarter of a mile distant, and Tues­ 
day uiorning at an early hour left 
the house, taking with her a re­ 
volver, that being the last time she 
was seen alive. 
Soon afterward the neighborhood 
was aroused by the husband and 
his son, who, on arising, found the 
body on a porch at the rear door of 
the house. 
The revolver lay 
at 
the woman’s side, one chamber be­ 
ing empty. 
The 
bullet had en­ 
tered back of 
the 
right ear and 
lodged under the skin over the left 
temple. 
There were no evidences 
of a struggle. 
The circumstances point to sui­ 
cide, aside from the fact that the 
dead woman’s right arm was partly 
inside of 
the screen door, which 
would seem to be impossible had 
she fired the shot. 
The fact that 
the ball entered the back of the 
head has also given rise to the sus­ 
picion of foul play. 
W atkins and h s son, who were 
asleep in the house, claim not to 
have heard the report of the re­ 
volver. 
The 
coroner’s 
jury 
re­ 
turned a verdict of suicide, but the 
state’s attorney is not satisfied and 
promises a searching investigation.

THE F IR E ESCAPE LAW. 


Kansan ('iiy L’awyem S iy Its Fro 
visions Are Absnrd. 


The hornet’s nest stirred up in 
Kansas City last week when J. C. 
Nordmeyer, state factory inspector 
began a vigorous campaign to en­ 
force the new state fire escape law, 
has resulted in an examination ol 
the law by attorneys, who have 
found that the provisions of the 
law are absurd and impossible, 
A 
dispatch from there says: 
The uiw says that all buildings 
three or more stories id height must 
have the outer iron staircase at an 
angle of 55 degrees, with 
hand 
rails and with landings at every 
floor for every twenty to fift}” per­ 
sons therein above the second floor. 
That would call for about twenty- 
five iron 
staircases on the outer 
walls of the N ew Y o rk Life build­ 
ing, for example. 
A t the angle of 55 degrees the 
entire wall surface of the building 
would not 
afford 
room 
for 
the 
stairs. 
Then the law says that on 
public buildings, such as theaters, 
there must be one outer staircase 
for 
every 
100 Fe icing capacity. 
Manager Judah, of the Grand, to 
comply with the law, would have 
to festoon 
his 
theater with iron 
staircases, 
one 
criss crossing the 
other 
The law gives no officer any dis­ 
cretion whatever. 
But what made 
the property owners angrier still 
was rh it a f t e r their red-hot time 
with J. C. Nordtneycr, the 
st .te 
factory iospe tor, they have dis­ 
covered that the law says nothing 
about the state factory inspector at 
all, and that, on the contrary, the 
enforcement of the act, approved 
March 27, 1901, is charored upon 
the comm Hsioner of baildings, the 
chief of 
the fire department, the 
public prosecutor and the sheriff.
